TO 

Amend the Law relating to Tithes in Ireland. 

W HEREAS under section tlnrty-two of the Irish Church 
Act, 1869, and section seven of the Irish Church Act, 1869, 
Amendment Act, 1872, the Commissioners acting under those Acts 
(T^hose powers arc now vested in the Irish Land Commission), were 
6 empowered to sell any rentchai*ge in lieu of tithes vested in them 
under the first-mentioned Act to the owner of the land charged 
therewith, in consideration of a sura equal to twenty- two-and-a-half 
times the amount of such rentcharge, less such sum in the pound, 
as such owner should he ascertained by the Commissioners to have 
10 been on an average of five years preceding the passing of the said 
Irish Church Act, 1869, entitled to deduct for poor rates from the 
tithe rentcharge payable by him, and upon the application of any 
owner so purchasing by order to declare his parchaac-mouey to be 
payable by iustalraeuts, and the land out of which such reutcharge 
15 issued to he accordingly charged for fifty-two yeai’S, with an annual 
sum calculated at the rate of four pounds nine shillings per centum 
on the purchase-money : 

And whereas it is expedient to amend the said Acts, and make 
further provisions as to the redemption of tithe rentcharge : 

20 Be it tluirefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited as the Tithe Rentcharge (Ireland) 
26 Act, 1891. 

2. In this Act the expression “Land Commission ” means the 
Irish Land Commission. 

3. — (1.) In any sale of a tithe rentcharge made after the passing 
of this A.ct by the X<and Commission under the provisions of section 
30 seven of the Irish Church Act, 1869, Amendment, Act, 1872, the 
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A.D. 1891. Land Commission may accept as the purchase-money twenty times 
Chnr^Act, the amount of such rentcharge, less the deductions for poor rates 
1S69, in that section mentioned, and may hy any order under that section 
declaring the purchase-money to ho payable by instalments charge 
the land out of •which such rentcliargc issued Cor si^ty-one years 5 
with au annual sum calculated at the i*ate of three pounds eight 
sUlUngs per centum on the piu’chasc-moiicy instead of the amiual 
sum in that se<5tion mentioned. 

(2.) "Where at the time of such sale there arc unpaid arrears of 
sue’' rentcharge in excess of the half-yearly payment due on the 10 
gale day immediately preceding such sale, the Land Commission 
may order that upon payment witliin the time limited hy such 
order of a portion of the arrears, not being less than the amount of 
one half-yearly payment of the rentcharge, the remainder of the 
aiTears shall be payable by the addition to the amount of the 15 
instalments or annuity of an annual sum, calculated at the rate of 
three pounds eight shillings per centum on the amount of such 
remainder of the arrears, and upon such order being made and 
portion of aiTcars paid, the land out of •which such tithe rentcharge 
issued shall be charged -with such additional annuity for the repay- 
ment of the arrears for the term of siaty-one years, and such charge 
shall have the same priority as the tithe rentcharge in arrear. 
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4. — (1.) After the jjassing of this Act the Land Commission 
shall ascertain the capital sum still outstanding in respect of the 
purchase-money of any tithe rentcharge under the said recited 25 
Acts, or either of them, and shall reduce such capital sum hy 
deducting therefrom two and a half times the amount of such 
rentcharge, and shall hy order declare the amount of such capital 
sum so reduced. 

(2.) The capital sum so reduced shall be deemed to be the out- 
standing capital smn due hi respect of the purchase-money of the 
rentcharge, and the annuity payable in respect thereof, and charged 
on the land out of which such rentcharge issued shall he an annual 
sum calculated at the rate of three pounds eight shillings per 
centum on such reduced capital sum. 

(3.) Such reduced annuity shall be pa.yable for sixty-one years 
from the date of the payment of the annuity next after the passing 



q/* /Ms and shall he charged on the same land, and have the 
same priority, and be payable by the same pemon, and be recover- 
able in the same manner, as the annuity or annual charge for 
which it is substituted, and which shall cease to be payable as from 
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(4.) An orda* of the Land Commission \inder this section shall -A-D. i89i. 
as soon as may he after the passing of this Act he made and 
notified, hy post or otherrrise, in manner directed by the Land 
Commission to the person for the time being paying the annuity or 
5 annual charge under the recited Acts or either of them. 

(5.) When on the date of the payment of the annuity next after 
the passing of this Act there arc unpaid aiTcars of the instalments 
of the annuity in excess of the payment due on that day, the 
Land Commission may order that on payment ■within the time 
10 limited hy such order of a portion of the arrears, not being less 
than the amount of the annuity for six months, the remainder of 
the arreai's shall bo repayable by the addition to the amoimt of the 
reduced annuity payable under this section of an annual sum, 
calculated at the mte of three immds eight sMllmgs per centum on 
15 the amount of such remainder of the arrears, and upon such order 
being made, and portion of aiTcars paid, the land ont of which the 
rentcharge issued shall be charged with the additional aimuity for 
the repayment of mrears for the teim of sixty-one years, and 
such charge shall have the same priority as the charge on the land 
20 of the annuity in arrear.
